X am deeply aware of your concern for Raoul Wallenberg and the many 
others that share his fate in the dark gulags of the Soviet Union. 
Recent reports from the area that other prisoners have communicated 
with Mr. Wallenberg must be addressed. I can only hope that in your 
forthcoming meeting with Mikhael Gorbachev, you will once again invoke 
the name of Raoul Wallenberg lest the world begins to forget.
